ALEXANDRIA'S Frrst KsTeERPRISE-~After
pearly u ceutury of schemes, devised with Wis-
dom, and oftco carried out with sagacity, for
the benefic of Al:xandria, it way oot be a use
less, asit certainly is oot an usiotercsting theme
to erquire into some of the causes which have
preveated the full fruition of these waguificent
endeavors.

Those there are who deery Alxundria as
without enterprise.  The history of the muuy
and great works of interoal improvemeot, sug-
gested here,aud carried out vriwarily io the io-
terest of the town, will best refute suen  seose-
less chatterers.

No ordinary eogincer made the prelimivary
surveys of the trade rowres, desigoed t feed
the comwmeree of Alexandria.  The cumpuss
and the skilled epe of the “‘forcmost mao of
all the world”’ warked out, more thao a cen-
tury ago, the main lces thut were w wake the
teemiog West tribatary to our advaotuge. Nor
up to the-bour of his death, did Washiogton
gease to initiate and to prowmote schemes for
the beoefit of Alexaudria,

The principal of these schewes, and the first
of Alexandria’s enterprisss was a plau fur wak-
ing navigable the Potomac to a poiot as oear
the Qhio river ss possible, aod thence a con-
pection by canal betwecn the two rivers
Doubtless such a plao flashed oo the wmivd of
Washiogtoo, when he took his first mission up
the Potomae Valley. and theoce aeross to the
head waters of the Obio to Fort Du Quusoe.
But the busy sceoes of the Freveh war, and
the subs quent years of the Revelutivo, left oo
time or thought for the arts of prace. When,
however, Independeuce was secured, the plun
was repewed, Alexandria was theo a town of
gome 2,000 inhabitants, withouta paved street,
aod with few bouses outside the limit ot St
Asaph, Princess, and Wolfe streets.  Georgze-
town was (wo hitile vilages near the mouth of
Rock Creek. Washiogton city was not even
on paper.

The plan tock shape as **“The Potemace C m-
psoy,” desigued to iwprove the pavigaiion of
the upper Potomac; and was chartered by both
Virgivia and Marylavd.

Ouo the 8tk of February, 1785, John Fuz-
gerald and Wm. Hartshorae opened books of
subscription for the new coterprise io the house
formerly ocenpied by the Suo Fire Cowpaoy.
The Potomac Company ecreeted locks at the
Great Falls in 1793, which are s:ill existiog,
Even before the close ol the last century most
of the obstructions in the river, from Savage
river to tide water, had been removed. and
nuvigation had been wade possible at Hook's
Falls aod the Little Falls. It was found, how-
ever, that to sccure safe and swooth pavigatioo
on the river rapids a great sum was necded, and
lotteries were resorted to to fili the treasury of
the company.

The pavigation of the upper Potomac was
conducted in boats similsr to the preseot canal
boats, and almost as soon as trade begau to
come down the river, 1t was found thut George-
town reaped the advantage, because waoy o
the boats, especially iastormy times, were alraid
to venture out ivto the w.de aod deep water
between Georgetown aad Aiexandria. Besides
this the Loog Bridge h:d been built, and was
then a bar to our comm ree from above, as it
is now a hiodraoee to the cowmeree of (xeorge
town from below.

Accordiogly, in order to avoid both the open
water and the Loog Bridge, the Comwmon Coup-
ail of Alexaudria, o 1811, apphed for, and ob-
tained the right to cut a eanal from the Poto
mao, opposite Georgetown, around the west
end of the causeway frow Masou's Lslaud tothe
western shore of the 1iver, aod iuto the arm
of the river that passes around the ‘vestero
gide of that Island, and aloug the west side of
Alexander's pesivsula, aod through soy poiats

This immediate scetion
of Virgioia, lyiog between the two rivers—the
James and the York— is by nature the richest

and most tertile spot of the State. The soil 18
rich aod 1vexbaustibie, the climate several
wecks earlier thau io the valley, the river giclds
a buuutiiul supply of Lish and oysters, aod tue
probiem of where to live with the leasi exer-
ticw 1+ solved here. Liand 18 cxeveaingly cheap,
varyiog from three to teo dollars per aere,
with oo purchasers even at thad figure.  Before
the war the cstates Iylog o sud betweew the
LWo rivers were lamous for their siz. and pro

ductivevess, 1t was a comwmuu sight to sce u
wheat field of a thousaod acres; the ripeuiug
grain reachiog as taras the cye could see,
waving asd uodulatiog 1o the breeze, hkethe
billows ot the ceean. The plaoters leud cure-
less, luxurivus lives, working lazily, ridiog tear-
lessly, sod hviog liberally, Their existavee
Wus ub easy guiog one, sod they were bisstuly
iguoraat of such a thing as addlivg their beads
or worrying their braios for a hiving,  Eosugh
labor in loukiug over their pluntstions tu amuse
and ioterest them, and they passed their ves
in the daily dischaigs of pleasant dutics aod
elegant bospitaiity,  Ube wide 1oldiug doors
kever stuod opew, apd the triends, the traveier,
or the trawp, would vever be turued away.
The eivii war has oo where wade such a wmark-
ed chaoge as here. The fpe roomy wasosioo
is out ul repair, the oeery cabins bave wwoled
dowu,and the fertile ficids are now deuse loresis;
the negroes have all seattered, aod labor is buu
ditfieuit to obtain and custly to bave.
